THE CHRISTMAS SPIRIT. 

Ina few hours from the publication of this issue we 
shall all have set out on our little plans for the enjoyment 
of the annual festive season of Christmas—the season of 
plenty and good cheer, of peace and goodwill, Here in 
_ Hongkong there is very little to disturb the enjoyment of 
all, we are happy in’ the possession of a thriving and 
peaceful Colony and free to celebrate the event. The 
editorials of the world’s press are’ usually devoted at this 
time toareview of world vonditions in the light of the 
season's spirit, andif one attempts such a task in this 
year of grace, 1021, there is to be found much which gives 
rise to hope and much also which one would wisa to be 
otherwise than itis. - _ . 
Perhaps the most outstanding event of the time under 
review is the holding of the yreat conference at Washing- 
ton, at which the feading statesmen of the world have 
gathered together in an. attempt to bring nearer the days 
of international peace. How far that conference will'be 
. successful has become very problematical during the past 
few days; France has raised serious objection to the pro- 
posed naval ratio; the American Senate is said to be 
‘atttagonistic to the Four-Power agreement, and China and 
Japan have still left the Shantung question to be decided 
outside the conference circles. But the great thing about 
this conference has been the broact attitude of conciliation 
shown by all the delegates—a hopeful augury for the 
future of international relations. Turning to Europe we 
see Mr. Lloyd George and M. Briand in conference on 
the question of Germany's financial condition. linked 
with which is the wider question of the financial situation 
in Europe as a whole. We would much rather have seen 
a round-table conference take place at Cannes, at which 
Germany and Russia would be represented, than the steps 
which M. Briand outlined in the telegram which came to 
hand yesterday. It is only when all the European Powers 
are taken into close confidence and in a spirit of helpful- 
pe—and “they

Although the debates bave been 
so prolonged that there was no 
prospect of reaching a decision 
this week, the proceedings are 
only adjourned until after the 
holidays. Is is encouraging to 
note that Mr. Doggea, ona of the 
delegates tothe recent conferance 
with the Home Government, 
derided the suggestion that the 
Trish representatives had -been 
“bluffed.” Apparently even the. 
hostile party do not want a 
breakdown, as mention is made 
of Sir. de Valera’s alternative 
treaty. The people of the Saath 
of Treland have been showing 
symptoms of dissatisfaction with 
the extremists, and it is reasan- 
able to suppose that this will not 
be withont some effect upon tha 
latter. 


The Grand Trunk Appeal 

It must bave come as & shock 
to the shareholders in the Grand 
Trunk Railway when tha court of 
arbitration decided in September 
that thera was little, if anything, 
to come to them in respect of the 
transfer of the undertaking to the 
state. The charters of Canada’s 
two great trans-continental 
s¥sterns, the Canadian Pacific and 
the Grand Tronk. which have 
been -championed by the Con- 
servative Party and the Liberal 


|Party respectively, contain a pro- 


vision for eventual expropristion. 
In the esse of the Grand Trook 
this process w2s accelerated by the 
an- 
solvency. Thiscreated a sensa- 
tion, bab surprise was similarly 
widespread when the court of 
arbitration for fixing the price at 
which the Government was to 
take over decided that the share- 
holders’ due was practically nil, 
because the concern was being 
ron ataloss. One of the arbi 

trators was Mr. Taft, the former 
President of the United States, 
who dissented from the decision. 
The Grand Trunk wes never $0 
successful as its rival, but it 
was long regarded as & valn- 
able enterprise. Apparently 
the falling-off was brought 
about by the war. Although the 
issues sre somewhat involved, it 
wotld look to the general observer 
that the basis of valustion 
selected by the arbitrators was 
inequitable. Even though for the 
time being the undertaking was 
cot showing any profit, sack a 
woll-established property surely 
represents an asset. The Privy 
Council bas granted leave to 
appeal, and the company will 
donbtless make a vigorous fight 
before the next tribunal. 


The Dutch Constitution. 

& message from The Hague 
announces that the Second 
Chamber of the States-General 
has passed the Bilt for the 
revision of the Dutch Constitu- 
tion, by which the range. of 
succession is extended. “This 
bas probably been deemed 
desirable on account of the 
Soversign having only one child, 
Princes Juliana, bora in 1909, 
coupled with the fact that the 
Constitution provides for descent 
in the direct line, Failing 
en heir, jt devolves opon Pastia- 
ment to designate a successor. 
It may be that what specially 
stimufat d the States-General to 
anticipate.this contingency was 
the activity of the Socialists in 
advocating a republic. Two or 
threa years ago their plans were 
so advanced that the sypersession 
of Queen Wilhelmina appeared 
to be insight; it was a tine when 
thrones were falling. The Crown 
weathered the storm, and seems, 
te. fact, to have acquired fresh 
strength. At any rate, the pro- 
pisal fora referendum upon con- 
verting the State into & republic 
if the Sovereign should die with- 
out issue was rejected by the 
Legisiatare in the ‘course of the
